3.3 INDUSTRILIZATION: ACCELERATION OF INDUSTRIALIZATION

3.6 DEVELOPMENT OE AGRICULTURE AND SUPPLY OF FOOD: 
MEASURES TO FACILITATE THE EARLY IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE DICISIONS OF THE WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE, IN 
PARTICULAR: 

A) INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL AND TECHNICAL CO-OPERATION 
TO ASSIST DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO INCREAS THEIR 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION AND TO IMPLEMENT A GLOBAL

DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ON A SUBSIDIZED BASIS 
WHERE NECESSARY. 

3) TO ENSURE THAT WITHIN THE AGRICULTURAL FIELD, 

IFAD AND IBRD WILL GIVE PRIORITY TO LOANS FOR 
RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE, IRRIGATION AND DRAINAGE 
PROJECTS, FOOD STORAGE INSTALLATIONS, PEST 
CONTROL AND ANTI-INFESTATION MEASURES AND THE 
PURCHASE OP MANUFACTURE OF AGRICULURAL 
MACHINERY. 

4) TO ISOLATE FOOD PRODUCTION LANS FROM THE 
NORMAL PLAY OF MARKT FORCES AND ALLOW ALL 
LOANS FOR FOOD PRODUCTION TO BE MADE TO ALL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ON CONCESSIONAL TERMS. 

5) TO PROVIDE TECHNICAL AND FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 
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TO ENABLE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES COUNTRIES TO SOLVE 
PARTICULAR PROBLEMS, SUCH AS SALINATION 
WATERLOGGING, EROSION, ETC., IN ORDER TO 
MAKE FULL USE OF THEIR AGRICULTURAL POTENTIAL.

- BROADENING OF ACCESS TO, AND INCREASING THE SIZE 
OF, THE THIRD WINDOW IN THE WORLD BANK AND 
ESTABLISHING ITS PERMANENCE; 

- ESTABLISHMENT OE A LINK BETWEEN THE ALLOCATION 
OF SDR'S AND DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. 

B) MEASURES TO SOFTEN THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE TO THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, INTER ALIA, 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THROUGH; 

- INCREASE IN THE GRAT ELEMENT; 

- INCREASE IN THE DURATION OF LOANS; 

- UNTYING OF ALL FOREIGN FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE. 

C) REVIEW OE THE POLICIES AND PROCEFURES OF MULTILATERAL 
ASSISTANCE INSTTITUTUTIONS TO IMPROVE THE CONDISTIONS OF 
UTILIZATION OF THEIR RESOURCES BY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
INCLUDING THE BROADENING OF REFINANCING EXPORT ECREDIT 
FACILITIES, AS WELL AS THE INCREASE IN THE SHARE OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN THE PROCUREMENT OF EQUIPMENT, 
CONSULTANTS AND CONSULTANCY SERVICES.
